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rvm FACiTs OF unemployment 

A little over a year and a half ago, Franklin 
Roosevelt became President of the United States. If, 
at that time you had asked a representative group of 
citizens what the most burning problem of the hour 
was the chances are that about eight out of ten oif 
them would have answered, "Unemployment." There 
were many other problems and issues — but the fact 
that some 13,000»OUO men were unable to find jobs 
overshadowed thdm all. 

During that eighteen months the federal govern- 
ment, guided by Mr. Roosevelt, has spent billions, 
passed extraordinary and unprecedented laws, tried a 
scries of daring experiments. Yet today, unemploy- 
ment is still the most difficult problem the country 
faces, and very little progress has been made in allevi- 
ating the plight of the jobless. 

Best estimates say that the number now unem- 
ployed is slightly over 10,000,000. That represents a 
decline of 3,000,000 from the high touched in the 
spring o( 1933 — but even so, the problem has been 
solved to the extent of only 2S per cent. And the 
remaining 75 per cent looks much more ditKcult of 
solution. 

Donal Richberg lias said that 20,000,000 people 
"will be on the relief rolls during the coming winter. 
Some authorities place their estimates higher than 
that. TIic greatest drain on the country's resources 
is imposed by people who, for the most part, arc un- 
able to find the productive work they want. Critics 
who still talk about the possibility of our accepting 
the dole system arc behind the times — the dole, in 
principle if not in name, is established now. 

These arc the facts of unemployment. When it 
comes to the theories, there are on unlimited number 
— most of them impractical, some of them impossible, 
all of them unproven. It is believed the President 
feels that a future step must be the 30-hour work 
week. However, he has said little about it of late, 
and has resisted efforts to bring it into existence 
through !ej;islati{m. He knows that business is find- 
ing the going hard, would probably be unable to meet 

the additional expense that shorter hours would cause. 

* * * 

THE ROOTS OH PARM PROGRESS 
Unprejudiced reports from many agricultural areas 
indicate that .in increasing number of farmers are be- 
coming dissatisfied with political farm relief. 

That is not entirely the fault of relief measures, 



the promises held out were too rosy. Thousands of 
farmers with or without reason expected the immedi- 
ate creation of Utopia and when that didn'c happen 
they were bitterly disappointed. Such relief efforts, 

no matter how sincerely or wisely they are carried on, 
arc doomed to at least partial failure, because politi- 
cal considerations inevitably appear, and often out- 
weigh practical considerations. Again, all political parties 
hold power for comparatively short times, and there is 
always the chance that they will be supplanted at the 
next election. As a result, they cannot plan for the 
"long pull," but must seek to speed up the action of 
economic law — something no one has yet done success- 
fully. 

It is possible that our farmers are coming to sec 
that their best chance for relief lies in their own 
efforts. They have the instrument of progress ready 
an .hand — the F.-Jrm Coopenttive. li is permanent. 
It is ndn-political. It does not have to seek tempor- 
ary benefits at the expense of permanent good. Farm 
legislation is p^assed and is replaced, administrations 
come and go, but soundly established Co-ops remain. 

Out of the farmer's own work, reflected in cooper- 
ative actions and policies, will come real and perma- 
nent farm progress, 

* * * 

EFFICIENCY — AT THE EXPENSE OF UBERTY 
In a recent address, Edward Howard Griggs of the 
Brooklyn Institute of Arts and Sciences, commented 
on the many economic advances made tn Italy under 
the dictatorship of Mussolini. He then said: "It will 
take Italy a hundred and fifty years to get back that 
freedom she had before Mussolini, if she gets it back! 
I think that is a tragic price to pay for economic 
efficiency." 

This is the po7nc of view that should govern our 
thought and our actions in these troublesome times. 
Plato wrote that the way to get the most efficient 
type of government was to appoint a tyrant, and give 
him unlimited power and a free hand. At various 
times in world history that has been done — and in ex- 
change for efficiency, the peoples of the nations sub- 
jected to tyrannical rule have lost all freedom, all lib- 
erty all that the great humanitarians have fought for. 
Victory over economic adversity was dearly won. 

Today, all over the world there is an undoubted 
trend toward dictatorship. Of all the great nations, 
we only, with the exception of England, have been at 
all successful in maintaining democratic principles. 
And there is great danger that in our haste to better 
our lot economically, we will permit the weakening or 
destruction of those principles — that, in seeking effici- 
ency in the routine of living, wc will lose our free- 
dom. 

Nations cannot be governed now precisely as they 
were a cantury ago— but the basic principles of indi- 
vidual, industrial and governmental conduct that ob- 
tained then are as true as they ever were. Necessary 
change can be effected, not at the expense of those 
principles, but with their aid.

The solemnity of afllxlng 
one*a signature to such binding agree- 
ments led. in a highly religious age, to 
mnklng such nmrka In the form of a 
cross that the signer would kiss as a 
pledge of good fulth and as an act of 
reverence. Thus the cross on paper 
became nssoclnted with the kiss.

Under present conditions we 
have to operate under many laws and 
regulations, and also watch what fur 
ther legislation la being proposed which 
affects our methods of operation and 
may not be In the best Intereit of tbo 
communities we serve. Nowadays It 
seems at times we must alt with a taw 
book in one hand and a book o^ regula- 
tions In tho other In order to make cer 
tain we are discharging our dally duties 
and functioning strictly In accordance 
with the law. All of thla Is very try- 
ing, yet 1 think In the end we shall be- 
come b.tter bankers. 

1 believe It la the duty of every 
bankoi today to endeavor to under- 
atand the public he aervca. In addition 
to hla dally duties, trying os they are, 
he abould participate Inaho activities 
of his communlty.-BO that, with the 
fund of Information available to him. 
ho may be as helpful as possible In all 
public and civic mutters.

Ham Omelet 
Grind left over ham, add two table- 
spoons milk, 2 eggs. Season. Drop 
from Bpoon In hot butter an* fry. 
Fluffy Omelet 
On© rather thick allce bread, pour 
orer It all tho milk It will absorb. Ul 
stand 20 minutes. Mash, add 1 tea- 
spoon molted butter. 4 beaten egg 
J^olkfi, salt Fold In beaten whites, 
'teook slowly In covered spider with 2 
tablespoons butter. When done fold 
and turn on platter. Ser\-e plnln or 
'With mushrooms, Spanish sauce or 
fruit. 

Sour Cream Omelet 
To 6 beaten egg yolks add 1 tea- 
spoon salt, % teaspoon pepper, % cup 
sour cream, beat well and add tho 
beaten whites. Cook as usual. 
Hard Cooked Eggs 
Place eggs In cold water and heat 
the water gradually until It reachea 
iho boiling point. Remove from tho 
flfo at once; cover and place on tho 
back of the range, or In a warm plact», 
for 20 minutes. Plunge Into cold 
■s'ater, so that the shells may bo ens- 
ily removed.

Season, put In serv- 
ln|: diah and sprinkle grated cheese 
ovar top.

Alelt 2 tablespoons butter. Add 1 
teaspoon minced onion ani ^ green 
pepper In shreds, then add ^ pound 
fresh mushrooms, 2 tablosporma flour, 
H teaspoon salt, m cups thin cream. 
Stir and cook, then add 2 beaten egg 
yolka, mixed with U cup cream. Add 
8 hard cooked eggs, sliced. Stir care- 
fully and last add 1 teaspoon lemon 
Juice.

riootH, carrots, turnips, rutabagas.

The llrat four of these vegetables 
must be protected Xroni freezing, 
while paranlps and salsify are not In- 
Jucd by low temporaturcfl, if protect- 
ed BO that thoy will thaw out slowly 
after freezing. 

Packing these crops In boxes with 
nlternato layers of sand and then stor- 
Ing tho boxes In a cool cellar Is a aat- 



Isfnctory practice where relatively 
«mail f(unntUlos of the root crops uro 
to b(, kept for early winter consump- 
tion, oxplnlna Uoyd, Howover, a 
longer keeping period can bo Insured 
by storage In outdoor pits. 

Although thb method la gnnorally 
referred to as a "pit" atornge, vogo- 
tables stored outdoors are usually 
I placed onllrely above ground In a 
well-drained location and aro covered 
with layers of straw, soil and manure. 
AftiT topping, the roots arc placed In 
a ounlcal pllfj on n four-Inch layer of 
straw timl hiiH hnen spread whore tho 
aocnllcd pit Is to ho made. A series 
of small plle« Is usually bettor than a 
single largo pit. with best rosultH be- 
ing ulialned when not moro than Ave 
bushels of vegotablos aro stored In 
ono pit. 

The pile of root crops Is then cov- 
ered with a four-Inch layer of straw 
and Just enough soil to hold the straw 
securely In place. Two Inches of 
dirt will probably be onought for this 
purpose. At the top of the pile the 
fltraw should be allowed to protrude 
through the layer of soil for ventila- 
tion. With tho approach of weather 
cold enough to freeze the first layer 
of soil, about four Inches of additional 
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earth nhould bo applied. Thla will 
protect the vegetables from freezing 
(luring the lato fall and early winter, 
but when aevero winter weather 
threatens, the entire pit should ho 
covered with a six'inch layer of 
strawy manure.
